Levels Charges 

Dangler leveled the charge that 
Krier was throwing up a smoke 
screen to cloud the real issues, and 
pointed out that fraternities, sorori 
ties and college athletics all raise 
funds. 

Arman revised his resolution to 
read that the BOD supports the 
constitutional rights of a student to 
join, participate in, and contribute 
to political organizations both on 
and off the college campus. The 
BOD recommends that such rights 


campus and be supported on other 
state college campuses. 

In light of this conviction, the 
resolution continues, the Board 
supports the aspiration of Univer- 
sity of California students and 
professors of the Association of 
California State College Professors 
to maintain their constitutional 
freedoms of speech and franchise 

To support the measure Arman 
asked some people to testify in his 
behalf.

Dr. James Lucas, professor of 
psychology, who was involved in 
the demonstrations on the Ber- 
keley campus, spoke for Arman’s

riot, as some reported, but rather 
a well handled meeting with some 
singing, chanting, and obstructing 
of passage ways. 

Lucas admitted that the ACSCP 
represents only about 2,500 pro- 
fessors and that the statement is- 
sued was the action of the execu- 
tive council. He went on to say 
that the action was taken on the 
basis of policy already approved 
by its members. He made it clear 
that the resolution of the ACSCP 
took no stand for the students but 
was instead aimed at the Berkeley 
administration.

Upon Hawkin’s first solo New 
York concert George Beiswanger 
wrote in Theatre Arts that “Among 
the young dancers in whose hands 
rest the promise of tomorrow none 
has built upon a wider base than 
Erick Hawkins.” 

BReiswanger's prophesy has now 
become a fact, as Hawkins has 
been called America’s greatest male 
dancer 

Hawkin’s advanced and far 
reaching contributions to American 
choreography are becoming more 
and more evident with cach per 
formance of his dances. Mare 
Schleiffer has noted that “His 
choreography can stand alone as 
& masterpiece of purity.” 


Dinah Maggie of the Paris Com- 
bat says of Hawkins, “I wonder if 
there exist many dancers as cap 
able of such a striking analysis of 
the human movement, and as 
skillful in bringing to perfection its 
intrinsic beauty.” 

Hawkins choreographed “Oecdi- 
pus Rex” for Fordham University 
He danced the ‘eading role of 
“Curley” in the Broadway pro 
duction of “Oklahoma.” He also 
created all the leading male roles 
in the most productive period of 
Martha Graham, beginning from 
“El Penitante” to “Appalachian 
»pring” to “Night Journey.”

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Professor Assigned To Viet Nam @ GREEK KOLUMN @ 


Professor Ted Britton of the De 
partment of Foundations of Edu- 
cation will leave today on a special 
assignment to conduct a study of 
student activities and motivations 
in Vietnam universities and high 
schools. 

According to Dr. Willard Smith, 
department head, Dr. Britton’s five 
and one-half month trip is part of 
a long-range plan to develop the 
comparative education program 
sponsored by the department. 

Study Vietnam 

Dr. Britton has a broad back 
ground in comparative education. 
His chief area of study has been 
Vietnam and Southeast Asia. He 
spent two years there as a consult 


ant on teacher education and has 
made three return trips. 

Mrs. Britton, an SSC alumnus, 
will assist in the study. She was 
in Vietnam from 1959-1961 with 
their two sons, both recently in- 
volved in projects to support Viet- 
nam. The younger son, Gordon, is 
a student on campus. 

During the summer Dr. Britton 
directed the production of a color 
documentary film in which he re 
corded the story of nine Vietnam 
ese ranging from General Thi, the 
commanding officer of the First 
Corps, to rice farmers and fish- 
ermen. 

Filmed Story

forces 
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of the International Voluntary 
Services in Vietnam, an organiza- 
tion similar to the Peace Corps, 
and assisted in ihe production of 
the story of Father Hoa in the 
Vietnamese delta, “The Village 
That Refused to Die.” 

Dr. Britton sees the outcome of 
the struggle in Vietnam as largely 
dependent on the degree to which 
American and Vitenamese officials 
can understand the basic social and 
political factors involved and dedi 
cate themselves to goals beyond the 
purely military. 

He cites the example of Presi 
dent Magsaysay of the Philippines, 
and General Edward Lansdale as 
an example of the way to win 
General Lansdale has set forth a 
program in the current issue of 
Foreign Affairs Quarterly. 

“There are Americans and Viet- 
namese who understand this ap- 
proach. Where this is true, great 
things happen. Vietnam is dotted 
with success stories. If these be- 
come typical, the war will be won. 
If we try to fight ideas with Na- 
palm, there is no a"

Kerr's Report 

The whole Berkeley dispute, ac 
cording to information released by 
Clark Kerr, president of Berkeley. 
is that a few students who spent 
the summer with minority groups 
decided that the only way to 
achieve recognition was by direct 
action. The group started soliciting 
funds for CORE and SNCC. Kerr's 
statement also pointed out that 
fund drives for political organiza 
tions are prohibited along with off 
campus organized demonstrations 
by the University 

Paul Sax, ASSSC president, 
strongly urged the adoption of the 
resolution. He stated that this reso- 
lution, compared to last week's 
resolution, was very weak kneed 

John Poswali, ASSSC treasurer, 
mentioned that this measure was 
close to the one supported by the 
Student College Presidents Asso 
ciation last year, and was also sup- 
ported by the BOD last year 

Bailey Cautions 

As the discussion continued to 
become more heated, Dunald Baily. 
dean of students, said that he felt 
there had been enough name call 
ing (referring to Dangler's com 
ment to Krier), and that this type 
of debate should be kept within 
bounds. He also said that he felt 
there is a difference between cam- 
paigning and soliciting funds 

Victor Commanchero, English 
professor, was recognized and again 
opened the smoke screen accusa- 
tions and was supported by Stien- 
mo, the graduate student. 

Bob Southern, men's represen- 
tative, called for the question, and 
the measure was approved by the 
entire BOD with the exception of 
Ron Jones, engineering represen- 
tative, who abstained. 

In cther action, the BOD ap 
proved statutes on the use of the 
Student Lounge, which Paul Sax 
did not approve. Sax will most 
likely veto the bill because he feels 
it interferes with student rights 

More discussion was held on the 
fund raising statute which was fi- 
nally passed with some rewording. 
This bill limits welfare drives on 
campus to one per semester. The 
approval of a new French club 
will be taken up next week.

Security Men 
Face Serious 
Obligations 


Bo you have a problem? Have 
you had books, sweaters, or other 
paraphernalia stolen from your 
cars? 

Parking problems, theft or loss 
of articles. or damage to parked 
cars are handled by the Security 
Section, which is located in Corp 
oration Yard west of the Student 
Health Center. This section also 
supervises maintenance of fire ex 
tinguishers on campus and in the 
buildings and also conducts two 
fire safety inspections annually. 

Seven Officers 

The SSC Security Police con- 
sists of seven hard working special 
police officers under the supervi- 
sion of Chief Security officer Clif- 
ford Sevil. These four watchmen 
and three patrolmen are respon- 
sible for the protection of the en 
tire campus. 

During the periods when school 
is in session, the watchmen must 
prevent fire, theft, and vandalism 
to all state property as well as to 
cars belonging to resident stu- 
dents. The security police mean- 
while assist in any and all emer- 
gencies arising on campus. They 
regulate traffic and issue warnings 
and citations which are handled by 
the Sacramento Police Department. 
By alternating their routes daily 
according to where and when they 
are needed, they cover the entire 
campus. 

Few Accidents 

To date, there has been a low 
percentage of accidents despite the 
heavy traffic. This has been due 
not only to the conscientiousness 
of these officers, but also to the 
cooperation of both students and 
faculty members. But further co- 
operation is necessary. Chief Sevil 
stresses that due to the great in- 
crease of students, there is a need 
for all students, faculty members, 
and personnel to abide by campus 
rules and regulations.

College Offers Change 
For Nursing Trainees 


By Sandra Scott 
Today the studert nurse is headed for more rapid advance- 
ment than her counterpart of yesterday, who seldom saw an 


upper division coliege. Accord- 
ing to Miss Anna Steffen, head 
of the campus nursing department 
a general trend has been started 
toward earning a bachelor of sci 
ence degree in nursing. 

One of the facts pointing to this 
is the number of licensed registered 
nurses who have come to college 
to get a degree. These nurses have 


either received their training at 
junior colleges or at hospital 
schools. 


Gives Reason 

David Meagher, male nurse. said 
his reason for enrolling in the SSC 
nursing program is that “nurses of 
the future are going to need a 
degree. There is already a small 
salary differential.” 

To encourage RN’s to get de 
grees, the state and federal govern- 
ments give stipends (grants). David 
is on a state half-pay stipend, one 
of the 15 offered. He receives full 
pay for 20 hours of work 

To be given a stipend, the RN 
must be within two years of receiv- 
ing a degree and must sign a con 
tract agreeing to work for the state 
for two years following graduation 

On Scholarships 

According to Miss Steffen about 
50 per cent of the nursing students 
were on scholarships of different 
types until this year 

Ann Robards, KN working for 
her degree on a Federal Public 
Health stipend, pointed out some 
of the advantages SSC has offered 
her. 

“In this program the sociological, 
emotional and economic needs 
of the patient are taken into con- 
sideration. Also the general educa 
ion requirements better enable us 
to communicate and get along with 
all different types of people. All of 
these things give us a better under- 
standing of our patient, so that we 
can more effectively help him.” 

“You don’t have to make a bed 


a hundred times to know how to 
make it,” asserted Barbara Davey 
a junior nursing student. This was 
one of her reasons for quitting a 
hospital training school after one 
year to start a college program 

“Here they show you the prin- 
ciple and ‘ater you are able to ap- 
ply it in your work without going 
through a lot of useless repetition.” 

Barbara feels that campus life is 
important because she gets to as 
sociate with many different types 
of people. “A nurse has to be able 
to get along with a wide variety 
of people.” 

Patient Care 

For hospital lab, the students 
work with an instructor, who sup- 
ervises. “We each have one patient 
to whom we give total nursing 
care,” explained Barbara 

Before going to the hospital, 
they learn and practice certain 
nursing techniques on each other 
and a dummy they have named 
Mrs. Chase. 

The bachelor of science degree 
in nursing was accredited by the 
State Board of Nursing Education 
and Nurse Registration in the fall 
of 1958. To date, SSC has gradu 
ated 32 nurses. About one-third of 
these have gone on to earn masters 
degrees. 

168 Study 

This year 168 students are major 
ing in nursing at SSC, including 36 
RN's. Not a single male student 
has graduated from the college 
nurse training program—but five 
men now are engaged in the cur- 
riculum 

Miss Steffen added, “Our pro- 
gram stresses the health needs of 
the family. It is necessary for the 
nurse who wishes to go into the 
field of public health.” On job op 
portunities, she said, “Employers 
are constantly calling and asking 
for applicants. The girls all have 
positions before they leave.”

The two units, exhibiting clutch 
defenses, battled in a scoreless sec- 
ond half a period marred by 
fisticuffs. 

The Chimbo passing attack, one 
of the strongest in the Hall, was 
led by the Francis brothers, who 
combined for 15 completions in 27 
attempts for 72 yards 

In the second game, the pre- 
viously winless Third-East Puritans 
put together an excellent air at- 
tack and trounced the Third-West 
Dudes 38-6 

Freshman quarterback Bill Zeek, 
playing his first game of the year, 
sparked his team to the greatest 
scoring output of the season behind 
a 10-for-24 performance for 180 
yards. 

Dick Palmer opened the scoring 
pare de with an interception of 
Fred Bautista’s pass in the end 
zone for the touchdown. 

Minutes later, when Howard 
Jamison’s interception of another 
Bautista toss set up scrimmage on 
the Dude 7-yard stripe, Zeek hit

The third Puritan touchdown 


came by way of a 29-yard Zeek-to- 
Palmer aeria!. Seale hauled in the 
PAT pass which built the lead up 
to 19-0. 

While operating deep in his own 
territory, Zeek hit Jamison in the 
clear for a 62-yard scoring bomb. 

Seconds later, Jamison scooted 
15 yards for another touchdown 
after picking off a Dave Farrell 
pass. Once again, the PAT failed, 
but the winners were coasting in 
31-0. 

The Dudes broke the scoring ice 
when Farrell tossed a 36-yard pass 
to flanker Bautista. 

The Pyritans culminated the 
scoring when Zeek passed to Ken 
Thomas from 21 yards out. Thomas 
also pulled down the PAT toss, 
and the victors were home 38-6. 

In the final game of the after 
noon, the First-East Shieks extend- 
ed their unbeaten string to three 
games as a result of a close 19-12 
win over the First-West Shifters. 

The winners scored quickly when 
Jack Stafford completed passes of 
4, 47, and 4 yards to Rae Anders, 
Ror Shaw, and Jeff Adcock re- 
spectively. The final pass put the 
Shieks ahead 6-0. 


Stafford then passed twice to 
Shaw for a total of 43 yards and 
another touchdown. 

Terry Tileston then engineered 
a Shifter drive that brought a 
score. Utilizing Gary Main as his 
primary target, Tileston connected 
on four passes for 46 yards. When 
the PAT failed, the Shifters trail- 
ed 12-6. 

On opening play in the second 
half, Shifter running back Paul 
Murphy ramphy 36 yards to a 
touchdown that tied the score at

The Shiek’s game winning drvve 
laie in the game was sparked by 
Stafford’s 4-for-7 passing efiort for 
55 yards. The quarterbzck swept

TO THE EDITOR... 


Editor, the Hornet: 

Bobby De Lucia, in an article 
entitled “$111,000 Budget,” sug- 
gests that this year’s budget makes 
dry reading: on the contrary, it is 
a great mystery; there is much 
drama in it if one can interpret 
the lines. 

Who could have mutilated the 
allocations for cultural programs? 
How does an institution of higher 
learning justify an appropriation 
for all cultural programs which 
totals scarcely 3.6 per cent of the 
budget? 

It is impossible to talk about 
excellence when one spends but 
3.6 per cent. It is difficult even 
to pay lip service to higher educa- 
tion when one spends but 3.6 per 
cent. 

The budget is incredible. 

For example, who is responsible 
for allocating $35,000 for Athletics 
as opposed to $4,000 for all other 
cultural programs? ... Is it reas 
onable to believe that they are 
almost nine times as important and 
enjoyable as all other cultural pro- 
grams? 

The ancient Greeks believed that 
perfection consisted o: a sound 
mind in a sound body, and they 
were probably right. From the bud- 
getary figures, hewever, we have 
become so obsessed with the body 
that we've utterly forgot the mind 

The facts and figures favoring 
athletics are surprising, even shock- 
ing, but hardly more so than the 
realization that social activities are 
alotted 75 per cent as much money 
as cultural programs. From a bus 
iness standpoint, social activities 
are the greatest money makers. But 
SSC is not in the business of mak- 
ing money 

Again let me make clear that I 
am not trying to abolish campus 
social life; $3,000 seems a very 
reasonabie and modest sum. | am 
merely questioning the distribution 
of student funds 

The Hornet has suddenly come 
alive and begun to inform us. 
(How about an article on the Hor 
net, including facts about policy, 
and figures about the budget, and 
suggestions about what is needed 
to make it an even better paper?) 

My compliments to those in- 
volved. If we are to be galvanized 
out of our sense of defeat and in- 
difference, we must have a dia 
logue which will air significant 
issues. The Hornet has begun that 
dialogue. | hope that it is contin- 
ued
